Admiral Togo reports that our combined 
fleet commonced the eighth attack on Port 
Arthur on the Lith inst. ad previously 
planned. The Fourth and Fifth torpedo- 
boat-destroyer flotillas, the Mth torpedo 
flotilln, and the Koryo Mar reached tho 
mouth of Port Arthur st midnight on the 
12th inst., and offected the Inying of mines 
at eeveral points outside the Purt, defying 


. the enemy's search-lighta.

At dawn on tho 13th inst. the Second 
turpedo-destroyer flotilln descried a Rus- 
sinn destroyer trying to enter Port Avthar 
Harbour, and, after an attack Jasting ten 
minutes, eank her. 

Another Russian destroyer was discover. 
ed coming from the direction of Lactishan 

nd ont ships utlacked her ; she managed 
to flee, however, into the harbour 

On our side during these engagements 
we suiered no casualties with the excop-

We had no time to rescue the eraw from 
the sinking Russiau vessel, as the enemy's 
cruiser Enym approached the viemnity at 
chat time. 

The Third feet arrived off Port Arthur 
at eight o'clock that morning, when the 
Russinn cruiser Bayan came out of Port 
Arthur harbour and attacked. 

The Russian cruisers Nocik, Axkeld, and 
Diana, and the battleships Petropactorsk, 
Pobieda, and Poltara immudiately came 
ouv'and commenced an offensive attack. 

Our Third fleet, tnrdily answering the 
Russian guns, and gradually retiring, ¢p- 
ticed the onemy 16 miles south-east of Port 
Arthur, when our First fleet, receiving in- 
formation from the Third by means of wira- 
Jess telography, suddenly appeared before 
tho enemy and opened fire, 

While the enemy waa endeavouring to 
regain Port Arthur s battleship of the 
Petropurtowsi: type wtruck the mines we had 
laid on the previous evening, and sank at 
10,82 a.m, aA 

Although another ship was observed to 
have lost her freedom of movement, the 
confusion of the yenomy’s ships prevented 
us from identifying her.

SITUATION IN MOUKDEN 


It is reported from Moukden, says tho 
N.C. Daily News, that 4 certain ox-Com- 
mander of Féngtien troops, named Ch’i Yu- 
oh’an, waa discovered thy other day by Ting 
Chieh, the Civil Governor of Moukden, on 
the point of starting for tke mountain with 
the object of enlinting mounted banditti, 
under promise of heavy pay, ta jointhe Rus- 
sian fing. ‘The man was atrented and subae- 
quontly confessed that he wos to enlist 
3,000 Hunghutos un behalf of tho Russian 
authorities to act as scouts with the 
promise that he was to command the nion 
enrolled by him, The ex-ofticor was still 
under urroat when tho foregoing letter was 
dispatched and 4 tho aan was to ga an a 
mission contrary to tho neutrality laws he 
will probably he eent back into Chihli pro- 
vince uniess his patrons, the Russians, come 
to his rescue. ‘The somo dispatch state that 
tho successes of tho Tnpanese land forees in 
Koreo, neat the vicinity of the Yalu, are 
causing a panic amongst the Russisna in 
and around Moukden similar to thut shown 
by them when news of tho astounding 
guccessen of tho Japanese fleet at Port 
Arthur and Chomulpo wan received, Tt 
waa venorally believed amongst Ruasians 
an woll as natives in Manchuria that whilo 
Japan would bo victorivus on the geu, it 
would be the reverae when the Jand forces 
af the belligerenta Lame to blows. The 
recent forward advance ofthe Japancyo ta 
tho banku of the Yalu followed by the pell- 
moll crossing over of that river from tho 
Korean sido by the Russians into Man- 
choria--all this has caused a revulsion of 
fecling, expecially amongat tho Chinose, 
who aro eagerty waiting for the time to 
welcome the Japanese armies when they 
shall takw possession of Fengtion province, 


A RUSSIAN STORY. 


Tho Echo de Chine of April } hos a letter 
from ita Russian correspondent, undated, 
which contains details of sevoral Russinn 
successes over the Japanese an land, among 
them the following. which is headed 
“Latest Nowa’:—'The Corsacks of tho 
Amur, Orenbiirg, and the Ussuri have just 
charged the Japnnese who had endear snared 
to land on tho Yala. The Cossicks sumn- 
moned the Japanese to eurronder, but they 
madono reply. The wholeling of Custacks 
sabrod the Jnpanera advanced guurd. Wo 
bad 58 killed und 63 wounded, including 
four officers ; tho Jananese had 800 men 
hors de combat ‘The Japaneso wore attack- 
ed on throe sidea, The river Yolu wns 
their onlyrefuge. This evening there havo 
been freah engagements on the Yalu. The 
results are vot known.’

TRAGEDY IN BRITISH NORTH 
BORNEO, ; 


R. A. Fergueon

Tho following narrative of the massacre 
in British North Borneo (roferred toin our 
Special Telegrain of the 21th inst.) is pub- 
lished. by the Singapore Free Press 

Wo have received from a correspondent 
in British North Borneo details of terrible 
maasacre on the west const of British North 
Borneo, The facts act forth by our cor 
rospondent arc :—— ‘ 

On'Mareh 31 ut 10 pm. at night 4 bund 
of 150 rebols from the interior, armed 
with guns, parangs, spoars and blowpipes, 
swept down upon tho residents of the little 
Colony at Kawang Railway Station, mid- 
way betwoen Jessolton and Papar. 

The band divided into two parts, one ofa 
hundred remaining concealed an a reserve 
‘on the top of a hill, while the other fifty 


pushed down on the settlement, butchered 


tho inmates of the Chinese shops, attacked 
the railway station, smashed the telephone, 
killed the wife and child of the atation- 
master, the latter eaving hislife by hiding in 
a bush, The band of murderdrs then turned 
their attention to the poor covlies, most of 
them Chinese, killing and wounding in 
savage foshion right and left, ‘The railway 
driver, was their noxt victim, » speedy and 
terrible end coming to him and his wife. 
The carnage thon became genoral, ules, 
females innocent babes. werd 
butchered in cold blood—or rather 
in tho lust for blood. ‘Ths houses.and huts 
in the Kampong were set firo to next in 
tho brutal career of the agvnges, and when 
nothing was left but dead “vodios | and 
wounded people, ashes and desolation, the 
sanguinary wretches went their way. 

The survivors, onc native fireman, the 
station master. with a fow of the wounded” 


codlies, ran down the line in the dirsction 
of Jessulton for their lives. ree 

By putting steam on the construction 
engine stationed there, tho terrible news 
was carried to Joascltun, putting all the 
juhabitants of the pluce into the greatest 
consterpation.

Lhe 
environments of the villagaure the hleakest 
imaginable, dust and stones without -a 
sign of vegetation, Usually o bitterly 
cold wind rises at LL in tho morning 
and blows all day, carrying with ita cloud 
of dust, The houses of the villuge nre poor 
and dirty with two plackonedxnfters, The 
provalent yak dung fuel, which is quite 
jnsufticient tu warm tham, fills the rvoms 
with a choking stnuke that affects tho lungs 
and causey sore throats and hacking coughs. 
‘After a few weeks of these hovels tho 
garrison abandoned them for tonte, pre- 
ferring the cold to the filth. Tho Native 
troops have suffered severely from the cold. 
The daily allowance of Grewood is one 
pound per man. The sepoys and British 
gotdiers are employedsa large part of the day 
piling up the dung of yaks and wild asscs, 
When the cold was severest the oil in tho 
Moxime ond rifles congealed eo that they 
eguld not be fired. i :
